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WASHINGTON GOSSIP. 


The Matthéwés Appointment to 
Controversy. 

WASHINGTON, August 13.—The appoint meut 
by the president of James C. Matthews as re. 
corder of deeds for the District of Columbia, 
after his nomination had been rejected by the 
senate, bas caused a search to be made for pre- 
cedents for the president's action. A case ap- 
proaching it occurred during the administra. 
tion of President Jackson in 1832, when he re- 
nominated Sanmuel Gwinn, of Georgia, as reg- 
ister of the land office, after the rejection by 
the sepate; but the nomination was sent in 
again while the senate was still in session. No 
aetion Was taken on the second nomination by 
the senate, and on an opinion written by Jack- 
son’s atiorney-general, Roger B. Tauey, that 
the president could appoint whosdever he 
pleased to fill a vatancy, Mr. Gwinn 
took his office. In Matthews’s case 
Piesident Cleveland waited until the senate 
had adjourned before making the second ap- 
pointment. It is the general Opinion here that 
the senate will again reject Matthews: in which 
case the president will probably again reap- 
point him. The tenure of office act which tied 
President Johnson’s hands, in this respect, was 
modified during General Grant's administra- 
tion, so that Mr. Cleveland is probably free to 
repeat his nominations as often asthe senate 
chooses to reject them. There is some differ- 
ence of opinion on this point, however, and an 
interesting controversy is likely to arise in 
the senate when the Matthews case comes up 
for consideration. The appointment of Mat- 
thews, after his rejection by the senate, is 
made under section 1769 of the revised stat- 
utes, which relates to the appointment of per- 
sons to fill vacancies caused by death, resigaa: 
tion or expiration of term. Mr. Douglass ten- 
dered his resignation, and it was accepted. 
Mr. Matthews’s nomination was sent to the 
senate “to succeed Douglass, resigned.” Sec- 
tion 1769 is as follows: 

The president is authorized to fill all vacancies 
which may happen during the recessof the sen- 
ate by reason of Geath or resignation or expira- 
tion ofterm of oflice, by granting commissions 
which shal) expire at the end of the next session 
thereafter; and if no appointment by and with the 
edvice and consentof thesenate is madeto an 
officeso vacant, or temporarily filled during such 
next session of the senate, the office shall remaia 
in abeyance, without any salary, fees, or emolu- 
mentsattached thereto, untilit is filled by ap- 
pointment thereto by and with the advice and 
consent of the senate and during such time all 
the powers and duties belonging to such office 
shall be exereised by such other officer as may by 
law exercise such powers and dutiesin case of a 
vecancy in such office.

AT THESTATE DEPARTMENT. 
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No Fresh Developments in 
Case. 

WASHINGTON, August 13.—It is asserted at 
the state department that there are no fresh 
developments in the Cutting case, and that 
the attitude of this government has not 
changed in any respect. This case is the fruit 
of natural friction or antagonism between the 
two systems of government, of two peoples 
who differ radically in character and customs. 
The position we have taken is based upon the 
assumption that all material facts and legal 
features of the case are as they have been set 
forihin thecorrespondenceand reports already 
made public, but in a matter involving, 
possibly, warfare it is held to be 
incumbent upon us to make sure that there is 
nothing of importance beyond the official in- 
formation already in hand and to this end 
the best efforts of the department are turned. 
The foundation once firmly laid, a decision 
will baveto be made whether the differences 
found to exist shall be reconcilded through 
further efforts of diplomacy or by war, but in 
no event will this government assent to the 
doctiine that an American can be arrested, 
tried aud punished abroad for an offense com- 
mitted within our domain.

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THE RAGING FLAMES. 


THATARE LAYING WASTENORTA- 
WESTERN FORESTS. 


Denee Clouds of Smoke Shutting Out the Sunshine— 
Animale and Birds in « Pitable Condition— 
Great Destruction of Farm Houses— 
Whole Towns Burned Up, jEtc. 


Fort Howanrp, Wis., August 13.—Reports 
from the great fires in this region have not 
been at all exaggerated, and it requires but a 
glance to show that but little of the real mis- 
ery and destruction they have caused yet 
been bronght te light. Fort Ho | and 
Green Bay are enveloped in a dense volume of 
smoke, and all around the outskirts of the 
town can be seen flames as they burat from 
distant woods. 

Since the train left Milwaukee, the effects 
of the late drouth have been more and more 
apparent. The railroad seems as though it 
bad been built by an unscrupulous board of 
county commissioners, and the contracts let 
to as many culvert builders as possible. The 
road north of Appleton seems to consist of 
culverts built without any cause, for there is 
not a sign of one of the creeks which they are 
designed to cross. Everything is 

AS DRY AS TINDER, 
and fences and grass along the tracks are 
either burned or now are burning, and the 
bushes are all on fire and burning fiercely. 
Here, too, the smoke became more dense and 
hung in the atmosphere sulleniy, as though 
waiting an opportunity fo settle dowa and en- 
velop the country in Egyptian darkness, Over 
the water in Green bay it descended 
like a dense fog in all but its 
ecler. The smokeisalght brown and the 
wind glternately clears it away and al- 
lows it to gather again. The sun shines 
through it like a huge orange and casts a sick- 
ly shadow. The scarcity of water makes every 
one apprehensive of fire, and the proximity of 
forests is a constant source of dread. 
PECULIAR ACTION OF ANIMALS, 

One of the most peculiar effects of the fire is 
the action of the animals, which seem to be 
apprehensive of some great danger. Cattle 
and horses huddle together, forgetting to feed, 
and stamp the ground restively. Even the 
birds seem frightened and fly around in an 
aimless cortof way. Around Green Bay the 
damage has been heavy, but the greatest loss 
has been svffered in the Oconto region. 
Depere village, a halfdozen miles 
gouth of here, bas suffered heavily. Last 
Moxrday night a conflagration broke out and 
consumed fifty-one buildings, inclading a 
church and several stores. The fires, accord: 
ing to latest reports, are rapidly dying out, 
and unless a gale of wind should spring up 
will probably cause little more damage. 

THE LOSS OF LIFE. 

The loss of life is less thau was anticipated, 
although doubtless, greater than has been re- 
ported. Communication with the timber dis- 
tricts is slow, and investigation will doubtless 
bring to lighta great deal of suffering. 

THE SCENE IN THE CHIPPEWA DISTRICTS. 

Eau CLAIRE, Wie., August 15.—-Latest re- 
ports from the Chippewa fire districts were 
received from several woodsmen, who arrived 
from Deer Tail, an important feeder of Chip- 
pewa, last evening. They have traveled con- 
siderably over the burnt and unburnt districts 
north of here, and say no territory can escape 
the Cevaststions of te ‘flaniee 
in the present dry condition. 
The Superior regions are well burnt over, but 
the fires have broken out afresh in a number 
of lecalities on the upper Chippewa since 
Tuesday, and are raging fearfully. Of the 
escaped territory so far are tracts along the 
Deer Tail toward Sault St. Marie, on which 
there is plenty of cheppings and 
windfalls, which will offer the most combusti- 
ble food for the flames, which are expected to 
reach that locality inaday ortwo. Settle- 
ments are sparse in that direction and the 
loss will be confined to standing pine and hem- 
lock. On Yellow river, forty miles northeast 
ef here, the fires have done irreparable dam: 
age. The fires are having their own way, but 
men are now stationed at the logging camps 
and hay marshes to save that property, if pos- 
sible, The Chippewa districts have so far es- 
caped with less damage than other districts 
eastward.

UNEFER THE BAN. 


Catholic Bishops Enjoined to Preceed 
Against the Knights ef Labor. 

QUEBEC, August 13.—Rom®,has finally spok- 
en upon the question of the Knights of Labor. 
The society is unequivocally condemned by 
the holy see, and bishops of the church are 
enjeined to proceed against all secret societies 
under the papal ban. Cardinal Tascherean 
has just communicated this decision to the 
public here in the shape of a letter addressed 
to his bishop. 

The following is a translation of Cardinal 
Tascherean’s letter to the bishop: 

Your Lordsbip;—On the 13th of May last I repre. 
sented to his eminence, the cardinal pref®ct of the 
Sacred Congregation of the Propaganda, the diver- 
gencies of opinion ex pressed by the newspapers of 
Cenada and the United States on the subject of the 
society of the Knights of Labor, condemned 
in September, 1884.

GREAT LEGAL CONTEST OVER TIL-’ 
DEN’S ESTATE. 


Heirs Cut Off With a Shilling are Indignant—George 
A. Tilden Will Bisk His Share—Questicn of 
Law- His Bequests to the Pubiic—The 
Relatives Not Satisfied, Etc., Etc, 


New York, August 13.—Scarcely have the 
mourners returned from the grave of Samuel 
J. Tilden, says the Graphic, when the fact is 
made known that his will is to be contested. 
A great legal contest is impending, and again 
the spectacle is to be presented to the public 
of a struggle before the surrogate that bids fair 
to become hardly less famous than those over 
the Vanderbilt and Hoyt millions. 

At Greystone the membersof the Tilden 
family and the trustees of the estate assem- 
bled to hear the reading of the will ofits late 
distinguished owner. There were present 
Mrs. Mary B. Pelton, a sister of Mr. Tilden, 
and her granddaughter, Mrs. W.A. Hazard, 
and the children of the late Henry A. Tilden, 
Colonel Samuel J. Tilden, jr., Mrs. Swan, 
George A. Tilden and Misses Susan and Raby 
Tilden. Theonly relative who was absent 
was Miss Whittlesea, of Florence, Wisconsin, 
who is also ofthe Henry A. Tilden family. 
The others present were Mrs. Henry A. Til- 
den, Andrew H. Green, John Bigelow and 
George W. Smith. 

The estateis valued at $5,000,000. About 
$4,000,000 of this sum is left to the trustees, 
Messrs. Bigelow, Green and Smith, practi- 
cally to 

DO WHAT THEY LIKE WITHIT. 

Mr. Tilden states that it is his desire to found 
in New York city a great free library, and 
over $3,000,000 is left for this purpose. 

Mr. Tilden’s treatment of the members of 
bis family excites a great deal of comment. 
His relatives were a sister and some nieces 
end nephews, with a few others more distant. 
Among them is distributed about $1,000,000, 
but it does not appear that they have any con- 
trol overthe money, receiving only the inter- 
est from specified sums during their lives, the 
ere afterward to revert to the estate. 

» Mr. Tilden’s sister is left a house in this 
city andthe income from $100,000 during her 
life, to be paid to her by the trustees. For 
each of the other relatives a certain sum 
of similar or less amount is set aside, the in- 
come to be paid by the trustees. 

This condition of affairs is not at all to the 
taste of esme members of the Tilden family, 
who naturally feel that they are 

CUT OFF WITH A SHILLING 
in favor of men in no way connected with Mr. 
Tilden, and placed in aservile and dependent 
position to these strangers. 

It is understood that there is a provision in 
the will that any one of the beneficiaries who 
contests it in the courts shall forfeit his or her 
entire share if the will is sustained. Never- 
theless Mr. George A. Tilden is going to risk 
his share, because he is convinced that fair 
provision was not made for the family in his 
uncle’s will. He was left the income from 
$100,000, to be paid to him by the trustees, and 
Samuel J. Tilden, Jr., was left a similar 
amount, but from these bequests is deducted 
the $50,000 or $60,000 which was given their 
father, Mr. Tilden’s brother, to help his 
business in a crisis. This was the sole pro- 
vision for these two young men. 


A Graphic reporter saw one of the most ex-* 


perienced lawyers in New York in testament- 
ary law and wills, who said: ‘As soon asI 
read Mr. Tilden’s wiil in the morning papers 
I was struck by the extraordinary and almost 
unprecedented powers given to the three 
trustees of the estate. The Tilden family is 
practically left out in the cold, and millions of 
dollars handed over to these men, with which 
to do as they please, for the will, so far as I am 
sbie to judge from what I know of it, does 
uct make the founding of the Tilden library 
cbligatory on them. The old law of. the 
stete does not permit a man to 
leave more than one-half his estate for charit- 
able or educational purposes if he hasa wife, 
child or parent living, but this does not apply 
to the Tilden case, as collateral relatives have 
no claim upon a man while alive such as a 
wife, parent or child has. If Mr. Tilden’s will 
is to be contested, andI think his treatment 
of bis relatives was very shabby, it will not 
probably be done upon the familiar ground of 
insanity, as Mr. Tilden was perfectly lucid up 
to his death. Norisit probable that undue 
in fluence will constitute the cause of action, 
as the public are the beneficiaries, and no one 
man or woman gotan undue proportion. There- 
fore, I think the will will be be contested on 
A QUESTION OF LAW. 

Ts it Jegal?—and the point will very probably 
be the extraordinary and almost unlimited 
powers of the trustees. I never heard ofa 
case like this before, where a testator created 
a trust fund with no directions as to its dispo- 
sal, investment, etc, Still, of course, lam 
reasoning in the dark, as I have not seen the 
exact wording of the document.”’ 

The will has not yet been filed with the sur-

MISFIT MARRIAGE. 


A Wealthy Youth of Nineteen 
Woman of Forty. 

New York, August 13.—A special from New 
Haven says: Robert Drakeley, of Baltimore, 
nineteen years old, and said to be possessor of 
$50,000 in his own name, took up his residence 
in Woodbury, Litchfield county, six months 
ago. Five weeks ago, to the astonishment of 
Woodbury folks, he was married in New York 
city, to Mrs. Marwick, of- Woodbury, who is 
fully twenty years his senior. She was the 
adopted daughter of E. P. Alling; who has just 
been appointed postmaster of Woodbury. She 
was divorced from her first husband many 
years ago on the ground of desertion. 

There was much scandal connected with the 
affair, but this has long since died out. Mrs. 
Marwick was tolerably well-to-do as far as 
money was concerned, and well connected, but 
po one else would have selected her as a bride 
for young Drakeley. The honeymoon was 
hardijy over before it was repo that they 
did not live happily, and that quarrels were of 
frequent occurrence. 

Last night between 11 and 12 o’clock Drake- 
ley shot his wife fatally through the heart. 
Only he and his wife were in the house at the 
time, and just what led tothe shooting has not 
yet transpired, It is believed to have been 
the reeult of another quarrel.

Meeting of the English Cabinet—The Belfast 
Riots.

Loxrpow, August 13.--The cabinet met this 
afternoon and remaived in session two hours 
and ahbalf. Allthe ministers were present 
except Lord Ashburne, lord chancellor of Ire- 
land. The cabinet decided, among other 
things, to appoint a royal commission to ina- 
quire into the Belfast riots. 

The cabinet finally approved the queca’s 
speech and Lord Salisbury will go to Osborne 
on Sunday to scbmit it to her majesty, A 
msjority of the members of the cabinet were 
in favor of proroguing parliament until Feb- 
ruary, unless unlooked for events in Ireland 
should make an autumn session necessary. 

Sir Michael Hicks-Beach. chief secretary for 
Ireland, expressed confidence in the govorn- 
ment’s ability to preservé order without bay- 
ing recourse to special legislation.

ORANGE OUTRAGES. 


A Catholic Tarred and Feathered by a 
Mob. 

Bre.rast, August 13.—The excitement oc- 
casioned by the riots has been revived by an 
outrage committed by Orangemen of Queens 
Island upon a Catholic named Johnson. The 
latter was returning to his home from work, 
when he was seized by Orangemen and given 
a coat of tar and feathers. The Catholics are 


‘very indignant at the outrageand vow venge- 


ance against the perpetrators. Five hundred 
additional policemen arrived today. Siuce 
Saturday fifty have been seriously wounded. 
Patients have been treated at the Royal hos- 
pital. —Two hundred more are cared for at pri- 
vate surgeries. It is estimated that robably 
300 ethers received wounds in the riots 
whose cases were not reported. 

Afternoon.—No more deaths have taken 
place among persons wounded in the recent 
rlots. The military have control ef the city 
and their myo has inspired a better feel- 
ing generally. Rain continues to fall keeping 
the streets clear of people, The authorities 
intend to order all taverns closed at 5 o'clock 
this evening and keep them closed until 10 
o’clock Menday morning. 

The city has been fairly quiet today. This 
evening some Protestant roughs seized a bar- 
rel of porter on adray and kicked a woman 
for refusing to lend them a track upon which 
to remove the barrel. The police interfered 
aud took the men into custody. All the tav- 
erns in the city are closed until Monday. A 
number of Catholics today waited upon the 
mayor and implored him to protect his Catho- 
llc employes,

Lonpon, August 13.—The Danish temporary 
press law makes the manager of a newspaper 
responsible for the contents of every issue, 
and inflicts a fine of two hundred and fifey 
pourds for wrongfully representing a man of 
straw as editor or author of an article, It 
also empowers the government to exclude 
foreign newspapers from the country by sim- 
ply notifying the postoffice.

“Only Politics.” 

The trial of Squire and Flynn next month 
bids fair to result in disclosures almost equal 
to the expose of the famous Tweed ring. 

It is to be regretted that one of the con- 
spirators, Hurbert O. Thompson, is dead, as 
the interests of justice demand that he 
should be a defendant in the case. The 
preliminary investigation ‘already reported 

im these columns reveals a remarkable as 
well as a rotten state of affairs in New 
- York municipal politics. 

These sharpers or boodle bosses who con- 
trol the great metropolis and squeeze the 
people year after year are a set of pictar- 
esque and dramatic rascals. Their schemes 
and piots and counter plots equal anything 
to be found on the stage. It was a daring 
stroke of policy in Thompson to get Squire 
appointed commissioner of public works. 
Squire was almost a total stranger in the 
city, but having been Mayor Edson’s old 
schoolmate, and having the support of the 
boodle gang, the appointment was secured. 
Of course Thompson was not aiding Squire 
for nothing. He obtained from him a letter 
directed to Flynn, promising to allow that 
estimable citizen to transact the business of 
the office and run the machine, and also to 
resign whenever requested so do to by 
Thompson. It is almost incredible that 
Squire should have written such a letter, 
bat le wrote it and gave it to Thomp- 
son. Naturally he repented his action ina 
day or two and demanded the return of bis 

; letter. He was informed that Fiynn had it, 
> and when he went to him for it met with 
| weadysympathy. Flynn told him to come 
>>. back op a certain day and get the document. 
' Squire returned, received his letter, and 


laughed oi him and said. “It is only poli- 
tics.”” His poor dupe did not see it in that 
light and exclaimed: ‘Politica be d—d!”’ 
Subsequently it all came out. Thompson 
is desd, but Squire and Flynn are indicted 
for conspiracy. Their hangers on and un- 
derstrappers are more or less involved, and 
between now and September we may Jook 
out for fresh exposures and confessions. In 
fact there is no telling how much corruption 
may be unearthed in this one case. It is to 
be hoped that the courts will not share 
Thompeson’s view that ‘‘it is only politics,’’ 
In the eyes of honest people it is corruption of 
the worst sort, and those engaged in it should 
be placed behind the bars. We need a few 
such examples to impress upon the minds of 
officials everywhere the fact that fraud and 
theft and perjury cannot be justified or ex- 
cused by the plea that ‘‘it is only politics.”’ 
Politicians must be made to feel that they 
are not above the law, but are simply the 
agents of the people, and responsible for 
their execution of the trusts delegated to 
them. When they prove unfaithful, we 
should enforce the good old democratic prac - 
tice of turning the rascals out. 


Too Impetuous. 

The recent killing of H. M. Sullivan by 
C. B. Howry, at Oxford, Miss., has created 
quite a sensation in the southwest. The par- 
ties to the tragedy were gentlemen of high 
social standing, but an old feud existed be- 
twéen them, and both were ‘‘impetuous, 
warm blooded, and neither would wear an 
insult fora moment,”’ 

The time was when it was considered a 
compliment to call a man impetuoug, Sach 
& man was supposed to be immeasurably su- 
perior to the cold-blooded individual who 
measured the consequences and the. equities 
beforeacting. But the impetuous citizen is 
less popular than he was a quarter of a cen- 
tury ago. He is inconvenient and danger- 
ous to have around. It is all very fine to 
say that impetuosity is chivalric, but we 


don’t want chivalric gentlemen charging 


about in every direction all the time, with 
their hands on their hip pockets, ready to 
wipe out a fellow being every time he 
sneezes. And perhaps it is not such high 
praise after all to say that a man will not 
‘wear an insult fora moment.’’ He ought 
to wear it long enough to makeup a reason- 
able judgment about it. A little delay in 
matters of this kind often saves the life of a 
good map, prevents a good woman from be- 
ing made a widow, and does not hurt the 
third party a bit. 

We have had too much of this nonsense 
about impetuosity. It is a murderous thing, 
and it is only too often found in connection 
with whisky and the loaded hip pocket. In 
this Oxford affair we do not know where the 
blame rested, but the reference made to the 
disposition of the two men indicates that 
the trouble might very easily have been 
avoided if there had been less impetuosity 
and less Kip pocket, Itis time to take a 
common'sense view of these things. Our 
courts bave reached a point where they can 
no longer afford to acquit for murder or 
manslaughter on the ground of the defen- 
dant’s social standing and impulsive tem- 
per. The people must fall into line with 
the courts. It may turn us all into cold 
blooded, slow-going citizens, without any of 
the dash of chivalry, but it will be in the 
interests of order, peace and happiness. It 
is true that we have already made good pro- 
gress in this direction, but we have not gone 
far enough, 


sali cic iabatintiie 
Georgia's Maimed Confederates. 

On the 6th of October the people of Geor- 
gia will vote upon an amendment to the con- 
stitution of the state by which the general 
assembly will be authorized to raise money 
for one additional purpose—‘‘to make suita- 
ble provision for such confederate soldiers as 
may have been permanefitly injured in such 
service.’’ 

The state already supplies artificial limbs 
to such soldiers as lost ‘‘a limb or limbs’’ 
during the war, and this amendment is in- 
tended for the relief of men whose wounds 
have rendered them as helpless asif they 
had really lost their limbs. 

Some old soldiers are stone blind, some are 
paralyzed by wounds, others are bedridden, 
and still others carry about with them limbs 
rendered entirely useless by wounds received 
in the war. 

It is for the-sake of such as these that the 
amendment has been prepared and passed 
by two successive legislatures, and now 
awaits only ratification by the people. 

This aid to old soldiers is misunderstood 
at the north and northwest. The Chicago 
Herald prints the following note: 

ASHMORE, ill., August 7.—Editor of the Herald: 
In view of the second clause of section 4, article 
M4, of the amendments to the constitution of the 
United States, is it competent for the state of Geor- 
giatopension her confederate soldiers for losses 


sustained while serving in the rebellion? 
J. E, RICKETTS, 


The Herald proceeds editorially to answer 
the question of the overly cautious Mr. Rick- 
etts, and quotes the federal law, which is as 
follows: 


The validity of the public debt of the United 
States authorized by law, including debts incurred 
for payment of pensions and bounties for services 
in suppressing iusurrection or rebellion, shall not 
be questioned. But neither the United States, nox 
any state, shall assume or pay any debt or obliga- 
tion incurred in aid of insurrection or rebellion 
against the United States, or any claim for the ioss 
or €¢mancipation of any slave; but all such debts, 
obligations or claims shall be held illegal and void. 


The Herald says that the bestowal of a 
gratuity to these old soldiers is as fully with- 
in the power of a state asis the establish- 
ment of asylums for the blind, and the edi- 
tor adds: “‘If Georgia chooses to assume 
whatever burden this appropriation for leg- 
less veterans may involve, it is wholly 
within her power to doso. The fandament- 
al law of the United States is not a bar to 
the exercise of this humane act. It is 
creditabte to the state that she makes the 
provision.”’ 


The Mexican Muddle. 

The Mexican news published by the 
American papers continues to be badly con- 
fused. This is said to be the result of a 
deep design. According to the New Or- 
leans Vicayune the agents of Jay Gould and 
the Mexican government are in league to 
cook the dispatches and misrepresent the 
Cutting and Rasures cases. Then a lot of 
specisls giving the Mexican version of the 
difficulty have been sent over the country. 

No doubt there is a good deal of misinfor- 
mation on this side of the line, and it ex- 
tends to matters outside of the particular 
questions in dispute. Our eviimates of the 
population of Mexico vary all the way from 
eight millions to eleven millions, . The 
strength of the Mexican regular army is 


said by some to be 25,000 and,by others ad 


be 45,000, We. iare told that i bot 


9 ee) oe 
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prepared for a fight, and we are told again 
that her troops are well disciplined and well 
armed, 

On the other side of the Rio Grande there 
is just as much or more misinformation. 
The Mexicans believe that in the event of a 
war the southern states would not aid the 
United States. They claim that they are 
two centuries in advance of the Americans 
in everything that constitutes civilization. 
They say that they whipped us in 1846, and 
in proof of the fact refer to our payment of 
$15,000,000 for New Mexicoand California, 
and our assumption of $3,500,000 of Mexi- 
can indebtedness to our citizens. 

The outlook for a lasting peace is not very 
promising when two nations side by side 
know so little about each other and enter- 
tain such conflicting views. It will take a 
series of big excursions through Mexico to 
make the citizens of the two republics thor- 
oughly acquainted with each other, Bat 
when they go, our excursionists will have to 
carry cannon, muskets and sabres along as 
pacificators. We may patch up our strained 
relations with Mexico for a time, but it will 
take steel and lead and gunpowder to bring 
about a final settlement. 


Possibly a Future President. 

Among the guests at one of President 
Cleveland’s reception’s this week was. a tall 
countryman dressed in blue over-alls and a 
hickory shirt with twine suspenders, | 

The young man’s costume attracted at- 
tention even in that Jeffersonian crowd, but 
he bore himself with proper dignity and in- 
dependence. To oneof the visitors he re- 
marked: ‘‘I helped to make him president, 
and being as I was in town I thought I 
would call and pay my respectables.’’ 

He had a sense of what was due the presi- 
dent, and showed his consideration before 
he shook hands with him by ben@ing low 
and polishing his horny right hand on his 
trousers’ leg. Then he gave the president a 
cordial grip, and said something suited to 
the occasion. 

We are told that Mr. Cleveland seemed 
much pleased with the heartiness of his 
caller. We can well believeit. It must be 
refreshing to a president to occasionally 
meet a real live man, an Honest farmer with 
the hayseed in his hair and nature’s genuine 
trimmings in the shape of sunburn and 
freckles. 

Doubtless there were some among the visi- 
tors who giggled and stared. But this rus- 
tic youth who was not ashamed of his every- 
day clothes may one of these days holda 
levee himself in the white house. Stranger 
things have happened in this wonderful 
land of ours. The gilded dudes do not fur- 
nish the great men of our nation, Our 
presidents and statesmen for the most part 
have always been in early life farmers, rail- 
splitters, tailors and active workers in one 
line or another. So this young man in the 
blue over alls and a hickory shirt may have 
a great future before him. 


Will it be a Boom. 

From time to time within the past three 
months we have pointed out certain signs 
which, in the judgment of business experts, 
indicated the speedy revival of general pros- 
perity. 

It seems that we have not over-stated the 
impression prevailing in commercial circles, 
Our esteemed contemporary, the New York 
American Grocer, in its current number, 
says editorially: 

There are many signs that consumption has 
again caught up with production, and that we are 
now onthe eve of another period of good times. 
Railroad building has begun to increase again; our 
steel rail mills are not able to supply the demands 
for rails, and orders are sgain beginning to be 
placed in Europe; general manufacturing and 
business is improving, as is shown by the iurprov- 
ed demand for money from ail sections of the 
country, which has drawn down the surplus .of 
the New York banks over the legal reserve from 
sixty millions last year to eight millions this year; 
stocks of manufactured goods are generally small, 
and prices so lowthat any change must be for an 
advance; many items in the grocery line are firm 
and tending upward, so it looks as if wenot only 
were likely to see a good steady trade, but as if an- 
oiber **boom’’ was coming. Indeed, this is in- 
evitable every few years, for the ground swell of 
increasing population is sure to catch up with 
over-production. The Railroad Gazette, of August 
6, shows that since the census of 1880 our popula- 
tion has increased 9,8C0,000, or nearly 20 per cent, 
and that on-July 1 it amounted to 59,961,000. 
With the emigration for the next four years no 
larger than last year, and the same rate of natural 
increase in our population, it would bring it up to 
66,300,000 in 1890, or about sixteen millions increase 
inthe ten years. With such a tremendous In- 
crease Of population a business boom every tew 
years is certain. 


This is an encouraging view and it is sup- 
ported by the facts of the case. But it is 
unnecessary to talk about ‘“‘booms.’’ The 
fact that we are steadily approaching, and 
in reality entering an era of good times, is 
erough to rejoice over.

I saw about eight or ten pistols, 
I saw abont one hundred men who went into the 
jail, They were nearly all sober, but some were 
under the influence of liquor, | would know some 
of them by sight now, but do not know their 
names, I would not hesitate to tell their names if 
I knew them.” 

C. M, Wiley, on being sworn, testified: ‘‘ Don't 
know anything about the hanging. Was there 
when the crowd came up. Heard them demand 
the keys from Sheriff Westcott. He told them he 
had no keys. Some of the crowd had hatchets 
and pistols. I didn’t go inside the jail. There 
was great confusion. Saw the crowd return from 
the jail, but did not see Moore, although I tried to 
doso. Did not recognize the men, who were be- 
tween 500 and 400, present. Mrs. Birdsong was 
frightened, and after the men left with Moore, I 
kept several men there for her protection. I don’t 
suppose the whole police force could have kept 
the men back. Mr. Westcott, as sheriff, and the 
other oounty authorities, did all they could.”’ 

T. M. Butner, on being sworn, testified: *‘Was 
at the jail, haying been deputized by Sheriff 
Westcott. A crowd of men came to the jail and 
broke down the doors. I asked them not to tear 
the jaildown. They said they were going to have 
Moore and went to work with an axe and five 


crow bars, and knocked the lock off with au axe. 
I did not know any of them, and went 
With them to the head of the stairs. 


Two of the masked men brought in Mr, Birdsong, 

ard efter threatening to blow upthe door he uu- 
locked the combination. Moor walkéd out of the 
cel), and they caught him by the arm. The parties 
were notall masked, but I did not recognize any 
of them, They were sober. Moore asked me to 
carry his body home, and see that it was not muti- 
lated. He asked the crowd to kill him there. 
They declined. saying they intended to make a 
public example of him. I cut his body dowa at 
his own request. I remained at the jail twenty 
minutes after the crowd left, and then followed 
the crowd to the scene. Dr. Johnson was examin- 
ing Moore. It was about thirty minutes before he 
died, after he was hung up. I then cut his body 
down, carried it to the city hall, where I turned it 
over to Undertaker Clay. 

The jury made short work of the case, in 
five minutes’ time returning the following 
verdict: 

We, the jury, find that James Moore came to his 
death by hanging at the hands of unknown par- 
ties. [Signed.]

AT THE DEAD MAN’S HOME, 

A reporter visited the house at 9 o’olock 
this morning, and found Moore’s body incased 
in a neat black suit and in a plain coffin, His 
features looked very matural, save the death 
like hue. His neck was not swollen, aud not 
atall bruised, It is believed by all that death 
resulted from strangulation and that his neck 
was not broken. 

Moore’s family consists of a wife and two 
children. His little boy is about six years 
old, and is named Charlie. The other one is 
named Clara Kimbrew, being the daughter of 
Moore's wife by her first husband, and is 
seventeen years old. 

Moore’s death leaves his wifein most hum- 
ble circumstances. They have only $15 in 
the house, which is not enough to cover the 
buriai expenses. 

WIDOW AND CHILDREN, 

Mrs, Moore and two children seem to take 
the event to heart very deeply. They are left 
virtually unprovided for. A subscription list 
was circulated to obtain funds with which to 
meet the burial expenses. 1t was quite liber- 
ally responded to—business men giving vari- 
dus amounts towards this charitable act. 

Moore’s body will be buried tomorrow at 
Rose Hill cemetery. 

Rumors have been freely circulated that the 
negro women, Jane Kendrik and Saran Robin- 
son would be summarily dealt with. These 
rumors lack foundation, although in the face 
of past events the temperate-minded people of 
the city earnestly hope that last night Was an 
exd of the matter. 

THE FATAL SPOT, 

A reporter visited the spot where Moore was 
hanged. He found a large crowd of people 
there, and was informed that a crowd had 
been there since last night. The spot seemed 
to bave a fascination about it. There is 
nothing to show that a dark deed had been 
committed, save the fact that the skin was 
torn off the limb where the hangman’s rope 
was tied. The limb is about as large as an arm 
and eight feet long. It is immediately over 
the sidewalk and about twelve feet from the 
ground. : 

The house of Sarah Robinson is a relic of by- 
gonedays. It consists of five rooms. In the 
front room to the left is where the crime was 
committed. The yards and grounds are grown 
up in weeds. 

Today an insurance firm, holding poli- 
cies on fourteen buildings, owned by a promi- 
nent business man of this city, called on him 
and asked to cancel one of the policies which 
covered the building near the river, and oc- 
cupied by Sophia Johnson. The gentleman 
freely acceded, 

AT THE JAIL. 

No attempts have been made to repair the 
damage done. Hundreds of people have vis- 
ited the jail tosee its condition. Two large 
crowbars and an old ax was left at the jail. It 
was with these articles that the maskers 
gained entrance. The ax bore no mark to 
indicate its ownership, or where it came from, 
but the imprint “C, R. R.” was on the crow- 
bars. 

The other prisoners were very much fright- 
ened also. Particularly waa this the case with 
Sarah Robinson. She went into hysterics. 
The mob, so it is stated, informed the man 
who was on Jane Kendrick’s bond to take his 
name off by eight o’clock this morning, whicn 
he didat once. Jane was then locked up 
again. A reporter with a well known citizen 
went to the jail, and with an awful expression 
on his face, addressing the women, and said: 

“Make up your minds. Your time has come. 
I was instructed toinform you that the mob 
would come back after you both promptly at 
12 o’clock tonight.” 

‘Ob, my God!” exclaimed the women in 
terror, shaking from head to foot, and getting 
down on their knees, “Please take me out of 
bere and I will leave town and never come 
back again.” 

Mayo? Price has given orders to the chief of 
police, to order all women who keep assigna- 
tion houses in the city, to leave town in twen- 
ty-four hours, under penalty of imprisonment. 
This is a step in the right direction, and the 
mayor and chief of police will be backed 
squarely up by the community.

“It was the most thrilling thing I ever saw. 
I wasat the jail when the mob came up and 
heard and saw everything that passed. Why, 
it made my blood run cold, and now as I think 
of it cold chills chaso one another up and 
down my back. Ugh!” And the speaker 
wiped beads of cold sweat from his brow.

“In an instant the heavy, steady tramp of 
three hundred pairs of feet sounded on the 
walk and the men were in motion, Just as 
they were reaching the jail door some one on 
the steps sang out: 

** ‘If you will goin, don’t go in that way. 
The prisoner is around on the side.’ 

“In an instant the crowd deflected to the 
left and approached the door. There they 
were met by Sheriff Wescott, Dr. Johnson and 
other good men. Asthe first man touched 
the steps, Wescott called out: 

**Men, stop; we have some telegrams hete.’ 

“*We don’t want telegrams. We want 
Moore and we are going to have him. Forward’ 

“And the leader started up the steps, at the 
same time presenting a pistol at the sheriff. 
Others ofthe mob covered Dr. Johnson and 
the other gentlemen. The men reached the 


main dogrand asked for the keys. They 
were not forthcoming, and then the leader 
yelled: 


“Bring some hammers!’ 

“Ina second the heavy blows against the 
doors sent a cold chill to Moore’s heart. Ha 
knew what was coming. The door soon gave 
way, and then the men reached the iron door. 
Here they passed twenty minutes. The door 
was bard to force down, but crowbars and 
sledge hammers soon overcame it, and only 
the cage was between the mob and the shrink- 
ing, crying, begging, praying wretch.” 

“Did you see him?” asked the reporter. 

“Ob, yes. I pressed in with the mob, and 
when I first saw Moore he was on his bended 
knees holding his hands aloft praying for 
mercy.” 

*‘What did he say?” 

‘*Let’s see, As well as I can remember hesaid: 
“Oh Lord have mercy on me. Don’t let them 
hang me, Don’t let them Shurt me,’ He was 
as white as a sheet and trembled like an aspen. 
As soon as the mob saw Moore through the 
bars they sent up a yell that must have drove 
him crazy, Hegave one shriek and dropped 
upon his knees. They yelled at him and 
jeered him. Then they tried the door and 
cculd not open the combination. Then 
they began using their hammers, Every time 
the iron hammers struck the iron cage it sent 
tout a clear, bell-like sound which echoed and 
re-echoed through the building, and as the 
last ripple died away a shriek from Moore took 
its place. Finally the men said that they 
could not knock the door open, and then they 
began a search for Birdsong, the jailer. He 
was hid in the yard because he could not get 
away, and they found him and asked for the 
keys. He said he did not have them. Some 
one placed a pistelin his face, and he told 
them that it was a combination lock. 

**Then open it,’ said one. 

“*T can’t,’ said the jailer. 

“*Then we will kill you.’ 

“Moore began begging Birdsong not to open 
the cage. Some one began hammering on the 
door, and Birdsong said:

A Lawyer’s Remarkable Defense of a Thiet 
Just After the War, 


From the Louisville Times. 


A few years after the war Ed. Collins, a shift- 
less fellow of Mercer county, was indicted for 
stealing cattle. The case came up before Judge 
J. C, Wickliffe, now United States attorney 
here, then circuit judge. The trial was in the 
court house at Harrodsburg. Phil Thompson. 
jr., Was prosecuting attorney, and Phil Thomp- 
son, sr., and Colonel Thomas C. Bell, now assist- 
ant United States attorney here, appeared for 
the defense. Ed. Butts was circuit clerk. 
Collins had been a soldier in the federal army, 
while every man on the jury, the } aba aa 
attorney, circuit clerk and the judge h f 
had fought for the confederacy. 

The witnesses were brought forward and a 
plain case of theft was made out against Collins. 
The only dependence of the defense was the 
testimony of Collins’s daughter Rose, who was 
to prove an alibi. She was a beautiful woman, 
with well-rounded figure, deep black eyes, a 
complexion in which the hues of health sat 
beauteously enthroned, and black hair that 
swept unconfined almost to the floor in long 
waves. She was made to tell her story;for all 
it was worth, and Colonel Bell made a to uch 
ing plea, appealing to the sympathies of the 
jury for a beautifnl woman in distress with all 
the power of language he could summon. But 
the veterans of Donelson and Shiloh were un- 
moved, 

Then old Phil Thompson laid himself out to 
mystify them and raise a doubt of the prison- 
er’s guilt, and he, too, finally began to appeal to 
their gallantry. In the midst of a glowing 
sentence, however, he found the jury yawn- 
ing, looking out of the window and wholly 
inattentive. Breaking off his pathos, the old 
lawyer leaned back on a table a moment, eyed 
the jury quizzically with a humorous twinkle 
in his eye, and said: 

“Look here, gentlemen, this stealing Swas 
done during the war, and you can’t do any- 
thing with a man for that. You, Tom Mundy!” 
he continued, turning and pointing to the fore- 
man of the jury, a strapping big Kentuckian; 
“don’t you remember that sheep you stole in 
Powell’s Valley? You can’t convict Ed. Col- 
lins.” There was a general waking up of the 
jury, and a smile went round. “And you, Dan 
Bond; you know that horse you stele from 
Lord Alexander in the spring of 1862? You 
can’t send aman to prison for stealing cattle.” 

The smile broke into an open guffaw in one 
or two places, and half a dozen men on the 
back seats stood up.

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AN OLD WELL DIGGER TELLS SOME. 
TRING OF INTEREST, 
LT 
Re Teike Aboutthe Hard Work a Well Digger Has, 
and Recounts Discoveries Made Under the 
Ground-He Speake of Danger From 
Well Digging-—It Oan be Killed, 


“A well digger has some strange exper- 
iences,”’ said Cooley, the old well digger yes- 
terday,as he leaned upon his spade and wiped 
the sweat from his brow. 

“And some narrow escapes, too?” 

“Yes, once inawhile he gets in a close 
place and sees death staring him squarely in 
the face, but if he keeps his wits about him 
he will come out all right.” 

“How many wells have you ever dug, old 
man?’ 

“Oh, boss, dat would be hard to tell,” said 
the old man as he began to shovel the loose 


earth out of the round hole he had just started 

to dig. “I reckons somewhar’ nigh on to two 

hundred, leastawise about that many. You 

eee lis nigh onto fifty-eight years old, an’ I 

has been diggin’ wells enmost all de time since 
old misses gin me my papers.” 

“When was that?” 

‘*’Fore de Lord I can’t tell, but it was away 
dar afore de war. My old missus lived near 
Albany, an’ w’en she died she gin us all our 
freedom, an’ den I ’mencei diggin’ wells. and 
has been at itall de time since, ’cept when I 
digged ’trenchments for de ’federate army 
dusin’ de war.” 

“Did you dig trenches for the army ?” 

Oh, yes, boss; I hope to dig miles o’ dem 
breastworks. 1 hope do all dat work outen 
dar by de rolling mill and on Pound’s hill, 
and while we was diggin’ in one place de 
army was fightin’ in anoder place. Why, I 
have hearn dem shell sizzen’ frough de air 
over my head when I was stoopin’ down to 
pick up a shovel fall o’ durt, and have had de 
pick knocked outen my hand by a shot, an’ I 
rave stood in de middle o’ a pile dead sogers 
ei) 2onnd me, but none o’ dat was as hard, 
cangerous work as dis well diggin’.”’ 

“Is well diggin’ hard?” 

“Is it hard, bors? S'pose you just take holt 
ob dis spade once and try de work five min- 
utes an’ den gi’me your werdick,” and the old 
man dropped hisepade, mopped his brow with 
a soiled handkerchief and swallowed a half 
bucket of water which had been standing un- 
der the shade of some bushes. 

‘Yes, itis hard work,” he continued. “You 
eee how deep dis hole is? Well, I’se been 
workin’ on for four days, eversince Monday, 
and I is only ’bout six feet deep. De groan’ 
here is mighty hard but when I gets a foot or 
two deeper it will be lots softer and I’ll get 
along lots faster less I strike rock.” 

“How long does it take you todig a well?’ 

“Ab, dat’s ahard question. Sometimes I 
ean diga wellin aweekand sometimes it 
takesa month. Now, ifI don’t strike roek 
and comes te an early vein of water, I can get 
frough ina week orten days. Sometimes I 
finds water at thirty feet and never sees a 
rock bigger ’an my head, and ded again IJ has 
to go eighty feet, and sometimes nearly all day 
frough solid reck, fore I findsa vein. Dem 1s 

e kind o’ wells what is hardto work, and 

hat takes lots o’ time to finish.” 

‘How doyou know where todig for wa: 
ter\?”’ 

finds it wid a limb off an apple tree.” 

“How?” 

“Well, you see, I goes toa young apple tree 
and git a lim’ wifa prong init. I den catches 

holstiof de two ends an’ bends it aroun’ in my 
hands, an’ starts walk about de lot. Well, sir, 
if dar’s any water in dat lot inside ofa hun- 
dred feet down, dat prong will find it.” 

“Bat how?” 

Why, when I gets over de spot 
where dat water is, de switch begin to turn in 
my bands.” 

“Begins to turn?” 

“Yes, sir, it begins to turn, and all de staam 
engines in dis town couldn’t stopit. It turns 
and turns, and when I finds a place where it 
turns around I stops and begins to dig de well 
right dar.” 

“But don’t you get fooled some time?” 

“T bave been diggin’ wells a mighty long 
time, and never has been fooled yet, boss,”’ 

“Do you ever find anything in the ground?” 

“Oh, yes, I has. Once I found a tin box with 
‘bout $300 in goldin it. It had been buried 
from de yankees durin’ de war. De box was 
eaten up with rust but de gold was good, an’ 
de old lady w’at hid it took it. I tell you, boss, 
she was mighty glad to get it. Her ole man had 
hid it in de war times and went off an’ got 
killed ’out tellin’ her whar he had buried it. 
Den once I dug upa dead man, and it was a 
soldier. De well was in an ole graveyard w’at 
everybody had forgot. Last year, out in 

Captain May’s lot, I dug upa fine gold watch 
an’ chain what de cook had stole and buried. 
I has dug up lots o’ knives, an’ breastpins, an’ 
rings, an’ buttons, an’ sich like; but most times 
some one claims them.”’ 

‘‘Have you ever been hurt?” 

“Oh, yes! I have been blowed up two or 
three times, and have had walls to fall in on 
me, and have been suffocated by the well 
damp. Why, once over there in Mr. Roberts’s 
yard, I was down in the well fixin’ a blast. I 
done had two loaded an’ was loadin’ de third 
when it went off, an’ I was blowed 
clean outen de top and was took home for dead 
but was allright de next day. OncelI was 
blowed upand had both arms broken, an’ 
another time de powder gotin my eyes an’ 
made me blind, but Dr. Calhoun fixed ’em all 
right. I wes ten foot under ground once when 
de weil caved in an’ buried me and it took de 
crowd a hour to get me out, but it peared to 
me like aweek, It come yery. near killing 
me. 
‘Does well damp make you sick?” 

“Sick! No: it de best feeling in de world. 
You goes down in de well, and you don’t know 
it isdar until you begins to feel sleepy, an’ 
den you jist feel so good dat you don’t care for 
nothing, and just want to lay down and go to 
sleep. You don’t wanttoask forhelp. You 
jist gives up, and in aminit you don’t know 
nothing. It's de most dangerous part of well 
diggin’.”’ 

“Can’t you tell it is in the well before going 
down?” 

“Some times we puts a lampor a candle in de 
bucket and send itdown. If de light goes 
ont den dar is well damp: if it don’t de well’s 
all right. 
it kills de chicken if dars any dar.” 

“How can you get it out?” 

“Set some bushes or pine or old cloth a fire, 
and send it down and let it burn it ont.”
